Fuhrer, a yoling man at Uhrichsville, 
shot liis uncle, whom, it w;is-claimed, 
was ubotlt to assault him, Young 
iMlJrer w;ts released on bail, and hiss 
case brought before the grand jury. 
That body has heard the evidence and 
refused to indict. 


But the question arises, was this the 


best thing to do? We dp not believe 
it was. The grand jury is not a prop- 
er body lo determine whether u man 
isguilly of crime charged or not. 
Young Fuhrer did the killing, and ifil 
was done m self-defense, Ihe fact 
should have been established before a 
proper tribunal, and thus forever have 
set Ihe charge at rest. As il is it 
leaves u blot upon his character, and 
adds one more stain to the ermine of 
Tuscarawas county. 


Some years ago, it will be remem- 


bered, a most brutal murder was com- 
mitted near Port Washington, One 
woman decoyed another to an out-of- 
the-way place, and in a mad freak of 
jealously, beat her brains out with a 
club, A grand jury investigated and 
refused to indict, and thereby created 
a stain upon the fair name of the 
county that can never be eradicated. 


The present grand jury, tu refusing* 


to indict young Fuhrer, is simply add- 
ing to the disgrace. 


In Coshoclon county, however, the 


grand jury simply went to the other 
extreme. A citi/en of Lafayette was 
indicted for assault and battery, Iried 
to a jury, found guilty and fined one 
dollar and costs.

SKVMORK, WAYNE Co., Nov. 13, 


To-day finds us—Mrs. P. and my- 


self, in the above place, at Uncle Wm, 
Shannon's. 
Arrived here on last 


Monday; found Uncle at station, as 
active and looks as well as when he 
left Ohio, 
Aunt is failing some. 
Un- 


cle has raised forty bushels of onions, 
besides potatoes, beets and turnips and 
on his town lot. 
I-fe thinks this is a 


second paradise, 
John and tferguy- 


son Shannon have good farms here, 
have bettered 
their condition, and 


have no reason to regret leaving old 
Coshocton county; but ye citizens of 
Coshoclon county, if you could sec 
the efleets of the rain and the cold of 
the past spring and the early Jfrost of 
this fall, you would not complain of 
our crop, as there is not one-fourth "of 
a crop of corn, as- far as I have seen, 
in iowa; it will not make ten bushels 
to the acre of amount planted, 


We have felt the cold wind all we 


would wish this morning, I drove 
one and a half miles and had on 
heavy gloves, but I canoe near freez- 
ing my fingers. 
I had to put them in 


cold water etc. 


This is a good country for oats and 


a splendid grass country; clover, timo 
thy, 
white clover.and blue grass all 


splendid; better than Ohio; but wheat 
is a failure; fall wheat is winter killed, 
and spring wheat the chintz bugs 
take. I find there is good soil on top, 
but the subsoil is, in many places, 
very near akin to hardpan; but I 
think this section of country is not 
quite so rich asjei'ferson county,Iowa, 
but the subsoil is deeper to the gum- 
bo, or hardpan, than Jefferson county, 
This is not a good fruit country; apple 
trees seem to be winter killed. 
Sheep 


do well here, and with shelter they 
winter well, The churches seem to 
be alive; there are four in Seymore; 
Methodist, 
Presbyterian, 
Christian 


and Baptist, 
Was to Presbyterian 


Sunday School at 9 and Methodist 
Church at 11 o'clock, on Sabbath. 
We will leave next Monday for Kan- 
sas, 
There is abundance 
of coal 


here, as well as in Jefferson county, 
Iowa; can buy it at 6 to 7 cents per 
bushel; but it is not so good as ourCo- 
shocton coal. 
They can make cis- 


terns here without walling as the gum- 
bo soil holds water up to the subsoil, 
they plow and scrape out basins and 
They have water all the time, except 
when it is very dry. 
A gentleman 


told me he had living water on his 
farm in nearly every field. I went 
with him to sue his farm, and found 
several ponds made in the above way, 
and five fields of about 65 acres each 
Timber il not plenty here, but some 
of them say there is all they want. 
1 say to all those in your county who 
have good farms and doing well, to 
be content—stay where you are. But 
those who have rough farms or small 
ones, you can better your condition. 
VouiTiade me say in my Jast, that the 
ground squirrels took the corn, but I 
said the green squirrels, (sveeds). 1 
tried to shoot prairie chickens but the 
feathers carried the meal away.

contractors, 
These Indians were 


dressed in variety; thai is, those who 
were dressed at all, but the 
majority 


wore nothing save the regulation 
breech-clout and what paint they 
could daub upon the different 
por- 


tions of their bodies. This paint con- 
sisted of yellow ochre and lampblack, 
with which they decorated themselves 
by painting bands around their waists 
and faces, Their head dresses were 
gorgeous beyond 
description, and 


one big chief had a plume four feet in 
height. An Indian drum, which is 
called a dru'm because it has not the 
slightest resemblance lo one, stood in 
the centre of the circle, around which 
was squatted three of the dirtiest, 
filthiest looking Indians that eye hath 
seen or nose smelled, each of them 
armed with a six foot pole with which 
they struck the drum. The leader of 
this prchestra was a greasy old fellow, 
all covered, with feathers of every hue, 
whose voice .Brignoli could have en- 
vied, though I don't believe he would. 
The effect of his chanting upon his 
audience, however, was more marketf 
than anything that the great Italian 
ever scored, for it fired the crowd 
with such excitement that I for one, 
and several others for themselves, 
concluded we could see as well a lit- 
tle further off. It seems that the old 
fellow had been reciting, in his mourn- 
fully chanting style, the deeds ot Inir 
lifting that had been performed by 
their Crow fathers, and these recollec- 
tions suddenly arising in the savage 
breast can only find vent in the wild- 
est and most harrowing excitement, 
If the fiends of Tophcl could make a 
more horrible noise than that which 
followed the old man's cadences, they 
must have taken lessons from a Crow 
dance. As the old fellow ceased his 
waitings the orchestra struck up on 
their own hook, by first giving a low 
rumbling roll on the drum, which 
quickened as the excitement increas- 
ed and culminated in one of the most 
diabolical crescendos that anybody 
but Wagner could imagine. The un- 
washed Indians composing the or 
chestra sprang to their feet, and 
flourishing their six feet drumsticks, 
to the great danger of intervening 
heads, began the dance, keeping ac- 
curate time to the beating of the 
drum, now performed by a single In- 
dian, who seemed to have mastered 
the science. The scale of the Crowj 
Indian music is composed of four 
notes and a yell, the latter being 
omllted only upon occasions ol funcr 
al import,

bor statistics of Ohio just Issued 
represents the average earnings of 
working men an taken front fifteen 
points in tho Stato, exclusive of 
loreraeii, for tho year 1881 to bo 
$GUUfa, and their family expenses to 
bo $560.76 each, Thus a comforta- 
ble margin is shown to havo existed 
during that year between earnings 
and expenses, Tho report soys, that 
a satisfied feeling prevailed among 
tho working people in contrast with 
tho spirit of unrest of tho year fol- 
lowing, attributable solely to tho 
chaijgo In market vnluo of nccessa- 
rice, which were reasonable in 1881 
and extortionate in 1882,
